The cir­ 
cumstances attending the death of Ralston 
seem to be about as follows: H e and a 
younger brother, who are the sons of W.

Bank, whose suicide about twelve years ago 
attracted so much attention, have been liv­ 
ing for some time on a piece of land twelve 
miles east of Georgetown, where they and 
their mother own some mining property, 
and where he was contemplating the build­ 
ing of a station or hotel on the road. 
Samuel Ralston is the eldest of the sons, 
and was at the time of his deatli about 35 
years of age. H e had been visiting bis rel­ 
atives at Oakland during the holidays, 
and 
returned 
to 
Georgetown 
about 
two weeks ago, where he commenced 
drinking and 
went 
on 
a protracted 
spree. 
From 
Georgetown 
he went to 
his house twelve miles east of that place, 
where he became delirious from the effects 
of the liquor, seeming to imagine that he 
was pursued and that his life was in dan­ 
ger. 
Last Friday afternoon he swallowed 
the contents of a small vial of belladonna, 
but a couple of men who were with him 
discovered what he had done and by giving 
him an emetic, prevented death from the 
poison. 
About five o'clock on Friday 
evening, Ralston, who was lying in bed 
seemingly very weak from the effects of 
the poison, induced his attendant to retire 
into the next room for a few moments. 
The door had been closed between the two 
rooms for only a few moments, when the 
man heard a muffled report from the bed­ 
room, and upon going into it lie was 
greeted by the smell of powder smoke. 
In 
m aking an examination they found that 
Ralston had shot himself through the heart 
with a W inchester rifle which bad been 
left standing in a corner of the room. The 
body lay upon the bed and the ball passed 
entirely through the young man's chest, 
theDea through a pillow into the head­ 
board of the bed, from which it was after­ 
wards extracted. 
It was evident that as 
soon as he had got rid of the attendant, the 
unfortunate man had secured the rifle from 
the corner, returned to the bed, propped 
him self up with the pillows, pressed the 
muzzle of the gun to his chest and fired. 
The verdict of the jury was that deceased 
had taken his own life in this manner 
while laboring under a fit of temporary in­ 
sanity. Some of tbe daily papers intimate 
that a disappointment in love was the 
cause of the rash act, but no evidence of tbis 
was brought out at the inquest, and there 
seems to be nothing to substantiate the ru ­ 
mor beyond the mere fact that Ralston 
had ai different times been accompanied 
by a young lady living near Georgetown. 
A younger brother of the deceased arrived 
from Oakland in response to a telegram, 
and was preseut at the inquest. The body 
was sent to Oakland for interm ent. From 
accounts by tbe Oakland papers, it appears 
that Ralston was financially prosperous, 
and no reason can be assigned for the sui­ 
cide except the nervous prostration and 
dementia arising from his protracted drin 
ing.

W hat mav be tiro devel­ 
opment of the trade of Central America the 
future must show, but to-dav sufficient 
tonnage exis's to yield „o the Isthm ian Ca 
nal 12 per cent, on the capital of one hun­ 
dred million dollars. 
Mr. Miller argued 
the superiority of the Nicaragua route, and 
declared that England and Germany stand 
ready to avail themselves of the opportu­ 
nity, should it otier, to control the route. 
No action was taken upon the subject. 
Rostal telegraphy was taken up. Thur- 
ber of New York submitted unswers to the 
questions he had sent to Kenrick B. Mur­ 
ray, Secretary of the London Chamber of 
Commerce. Mr. Murray’ in substance said 
the purchase and operation of the tele­ 
graphs by the British Governments were 
successful as far as tbe service was con­ 
cerned, but not financially to the postoffiee. 
The quickness, certainty and secrecy of the 
service was improved under the postoffiee 
management. 
The increase of employes 
in the postoffiee service had been produc­ 
tive of political benefit. The inducements 
to get up new inventions in telegraphy was 
not so great under the Government system 
as if the system was in private hands. The 
recent reduction in tolls have been of great 
benefit to the public, the num ber of mes­ 
sages sent having increased 33 per cent., 
hut the revenue increased only 6 per cent. 
The almost universal popular sentim ent is 
against a return to the private management 
of the wires.

THOSE BOND CASES. 


T h e y C o m e U p A g a in in th e S u p e rio r 
C o u rt—P o in t» o f L a w . 
Two more of the Sacramento city bond 
suits were on trial in Judge Armstrong’s 
department of the Superior Court yester­ 
day. Judge John H unt, Jr., of San Fran­ 
cisco, presided by exchange with Judge 
Armstrong, who was disqualified to sit in 
these particular cases. 
W hile the parties 
to the records were different, both cases 
were practically the same—between holder 
of the bonds of the city on the one hand 
and the city and its representatives on the 
other. 
In both cases A. C. Freeman 
represented the plaintiffs, and A. P. Catlin 
the defense. 
W. 0. Belcher had heretofore 
nppeared for Mr. Davis, but he was unable 
to be present, not having lecovered from 
the injuries recently received by an acci­ 
dent, and Mr. Freeinau represented him 
on the trial of the case, with the under­ 
standing that Mr. Belcher would join in 
the preparation of the brief. 
The facts 
were practically agreed upon in both cases, 
and they were resolved down to simply a 
determination of questions of law. 
The first case tried was that of George E. 
Bates vs. E. J. Gregory et al.—the City 
Trustees. 
The action was for a writ o f 
mandam us to compel the Trustees to issne 
new bonds in place of several old ones 
which had been issued in 1854. 
An Act of 
the Legislature was passed in April 22, 
1854, authorizing the city of Sacramento, 
as incorporated by the Act of March 26, 
1851, to issue certain bonds, falling due in 
1874, and bearing interest at the rate of 10 
per cent, per annum . 
Under tbis Act a 
large num ber of bonds were issued. 
In 
1858 
the governments of the city and 
county were consolidated, and 


IN T H E CONSOLIDA TIO N ACT 
It was provided that the old city bonds 
could be refunded and replaced with 6 per 
cent, bonds. 
In the meantime the 1854 
bonds had become scattered, and as the 
Consolidation Act limited the time for 
their refunding and many were still out­ 
standing. the Legislature of 1859 extended 
the lime for their presentation. 
Another 
extension Act was passed in 1861. 
In 
1863 the law to consolidated the govern­ 
ments of the city and county was repealed, 
and the present charter of the citv of Sac­ 
ramento was passed. 
In 1864 another law 
was enacted, providing for the refunding 
of all of the bonds of the city—then out­ 
standing. 
The plaintiff claims that his 
1854 bonds should be refunded under this 
law of 1861. The defense claimed that the 
plaintiff, not having taken advantage of 
the Funding Act of 1858, allowed his bonds 
to pursue the course contemplated by the 
Act of 1854; and that they fell due in 1874, 
and consequently outlawed in 1878. The 
plaintiff contended that the provisions of 
the Acts of 1858 and 1864, that the city 
should not be sued upon bonds 


ISSU ED BY T H E IR SANCTIO N, 
Exempted prior bonds from the operation 
of the statute of limitations. Mr. Catlin 
argued further that the present Board of 
Trustees were in no sense the successors to 
the Mayor and Common Council of the city 
of_ Sacramento created by the charter «if 
1851,^ 
and 
that 
that 
incorporation 
terminated with the consolidation of the 
city and county governments in 1858. in 
this case no claim is made that the bonds 
should he paid, but only that the Trustees 
shall take them up and replace them with 
new bonds. Upon their face the bonds call 
for $2,514, but the prayer of the petition is 
that the new bonds be issued for the face ot 
the olil bonds, together with the am ount of 
unpaid coupons to January 1, 1859,—aggre- 
gaiing some $2,800. The law of 1801 pro­ 
vided for the issuance of bonds with cou-' 
pons, dating from the beginning of 1859.1 
Should the position of the plaintiff be sus­ 
tained by the Courts, the Trustees will be 
ordered iu this paticular case to issue a 
bond for some $2,800, carrying unpaid in­ 
terest coupons from 1859. The case was 
heard and submilted on briefs to be tiled. 
The next case was that of Samuel Davis 
aaainst the City of Sacramento. This is an 
action to recover interest on coupons of city 
bonds issued in 1858, which coupons are 
detached from the bonds. The coupons 
fell due in 1876, and have not been paid. 
It is claimed in this case that under the 
Act authorizing the issuance of the bonds 
it was made [he duty of the local govern­ 
ment to levy a tax of $1 on the $100 for the 
general fund, of which fifty-five per cent, 
was to be placed into the 


BOND S IN K IN G AND IN T E R E ST FU N D, 
And that certain other revenues from the 
water works, Court fines, etc., were to go 
into the same fund; that, beginning with 
about 1861, the tax levy was rarely made of 
$1 for the general fund, bnt was at times 
made as low as 25 cents; that when the 
coupons were presented for pavment their 
payment was refused because" of lack of 
funds; that had the former city officers 
levied the $1 tax, the money would have 
been provided for the payment of the 
coupons, and that by reason of this neglect 
on the part of the municipal officers the 
plaintiff has been kept out of his coupon 
money; therefore he snes for interest on 
his interest coupons. The face value of the 
coupons is about $34.000, and the interest 
asked for on that am ount is some $30,000. 
Mr. Catlin claimed that the action was 
barred by limitation ; that there could be 
no such thing as a suit for interest on in­ 
terest ; that a cause of action conld not be 
split up ; and that if interest should be paid 
to the plaintiff on these coupons, and the 
coupons not taken up, be could transfer 
them to some other party, who 


C O fl.D A G A IN COLLECT IN T E R E ST 
On them . 
He also made the point that un­ 
der the Act providing for the issuance of 
the bonds from which the coupons had 
been clipped, the city rould not be sued, 
and he cited decisions of the State Supreme 
Court and the United States Circuit Court 
in support of his position. The plaintiff 
claimed that, as the city officers had ne­ 
glected to levy the tax directed by the Act 
of 1858, and that the result hail been the 
j non-payment of the coupons, he was au- 
j thorized, notwi listanding the decisions, to 
] bring a direct action against the city. In 
this caso no evidence has been taken. Coun­ 
sel for the plaintiff offered a tabulated 
statem ent showmg, year by vsar. the as­ 
sessed property valua'tion of tbe city, the 
i rate of taxation, the income from the 
water works, Court fines. etc„ with a view 
of showing that had the full percentage

H e says lie has just completed 
surveys of an immense irrigating canal, 
which leaves the Colorado river a short dis­ 
tance below ^ uma, on the west side o( the 
river, crosses the. Mexican boundary line 
into I/jw er California, thence back north 
into the great Colorado Desert, a large por­ 
tion of which is at no great elevation above 
the sea level, and is in fact, in some parts, 
below it. 'There would be unlimited possi­ 
bilities of reclaiming this princely do­ 
main, 
heretofore 
looked on 
as 
the 
most hopeless 
desert surface 
in 
the 
world. 
There is 
no 
lack 
of water 
in the lower Colorado river. No am ount 
taken out of it could work an injury to 
those sections where settlers are already 
living and have vested riparian rights. 
By diverting a large body of water in the 
Colorado desert, it is thought, besides re­ 
claiming all tlie irrigable lands lying above 
tbe sea level, a series of large ponds or 
lakes conld be formed, which might in due 
process of time exert an appreciable in ­ 
fluence upon the climate of that section of 
tie country, at present not only the driest, 
but the hottest on the face of theglobe, and 
having a higher average temperature than 
that little known but greatly misunder­ 
stood desert of Sahara. General Slianklin 
says no great engineering difficulties are in 
the way of this enterprise, which when 
once finished will be the greatest irrigating 
undertaking in the whole world.

THE STRIKE IN SAN FRANCISCO. 
The restaurant proprietors of San Fran­ 
cisco, in mass meeting assembled, have 
resolved not to yield to the strikers, and 
l< -land out against the employment of 
I nion men until the hereafter is clad in 
ice. The cook- and waiters, they say, had 
no complaint to make of their employers; 
their wages and hours were regulated hy 
their own Unions : they struck simply and 
solely because three or four bakers had a 
row with their employer- concerning 
hours of lalmr and wage-. The employ­ 
ing restaurant keepers certainly make a 
-trong case, and no one sensible of the 
tendencies and impulses of human nature 
will blame them for declaring that they 
will not hereafter employ Union men, 
-inee these- employers had supported the 
I niuns and are now made to suffer, while 
non-Union restaurants are untouched and 
profiting hy the strike. The Union has 
shown that it can *>e unjust and tyrannous, 
and resistance to these is a right and a 
duty, i hi the other hand, the strikers 
having “ gone out," and entertaining 
-tyall hope of being resto reel to their old 
places under present demands, are consid­ 
ering plans of establishing co-operative 
bakeries and restaurants. That is more 
sensible. 
It is their unquestioned right. 
In this land the avenues of business are 
open to all men. 
If they can, hy capital­ 
izing their skill and labor, serve the public 
as well as did their old employers, they 
will command a fair share of public 
patronage. 
The American public is lib­ 
eral; it cares very little for the quarrels 
of employes and employers, so long as the 
service it demands is adequate, for it will 
always bestow its patronage where it gets 
value receives!. 
In co-operating to estab­ 
lish competitive eating anil supply houses, 
the waiters, cooks and 
bakers will 
be doing 
good work 
in 
illustrat­ 
ing the value of co-operation. 
If 
it 
fails 
with 
them, it 
will 
not 
be chargeable to the principal involved, 
but due to their jiossible lack of unanimity 
auJ devotion to the co-operative faith. If 
the establishment and successful and perma­ 
nent conduct of several good co-operative 
restaurants and bakeries shall fullow this 
trouble, it will stand out as a notable in­ 
stance of a strike that resulted beneficially 
to the striker», making them independent 
and provident. All fair men want wagc- 
winriers to do well. We believe in high 
wages, fair hours, justice to all, and the 
attainment of the best possible condition 
by all workers, whether with hands or 
brains. Rut in attaining these ends there 
can be no justification of the methods of 
the 6lrike such as arc employed in San 
Francisco now. 
For defense of these 
methods of necessity commits those who 
make it to defense of like methods if em­ 
ployed hy proprietors against workingmen. 
That which upholds “ the strike” cannot 
refuse support of the “ lock-out ” or the 
conspiracy among employers to deprive 
workers of the reward of their labor, or to 
oppress and degrade them, or by “ black­ 
listing” to prevent them obtaining em­ 
ployment at ail. The workingmen, in 
protection of ihcir own inalienable right.-, 
must stand for such rights in others; they 
cannot invoke remedies against employers 
that they would deny to employers against 
themselves. We are too much the friend 
of the workingman to approve courses that 
experience has demonstrated end iu his 
discomfiture. 


SETTLING THE MAT1EE. 
The introduction, by Mr Outhwaite of 
Ohio, in the House of Representatives, of 
a bill for the settlement of the financia} 
relations and issues existing between the 
Federal Government and the aided Pacific 
Railways indicates that the sentiment is 
rapidly gainiug strength that the.-e matters 
ought to be settled, and speedily. It is 
certain that the best and the general 
thought of the day favors an early adjust­ 
ment upon such a basis as will not in any 
wise cripple the roads as great eommcrcial 
avenues and indispensable agencies of 
transportation ; nor yet deprive the Fed­ 
eral Government of a solitary dollar dttc 
to it from the companies. The ascertain­ 
ment of what is, and is to become due, 
when the equities of the roads, their ob­ 
ligations to the Government and its duiy 
to them, are weighed and adjusted, cannot 
be arrived at in a day, but a beginning in 
that direction can be m ade in an hour. 


The Outhwaite bill is said to be more 
severe in the ;ienalties it imposes, and to 
lie a less helpful measure to a settlement, 
than the proposition of the Pacific Rail­ 
way Commission. Rut we are not now 
considering any of these projected means, 
but the sentiment which is daily augment­ 
ing, and is shaping the thought of states­ 
manship, that a just and fair settlement 
can lie and must lie early had. Neither 
the Government nor the companies, nor 
yet the people of the country, derive l«enefit 
by lengthening the period of uncertainty. 
Nor do we believe that there any longer 
exists any considerable disposition to re­ 
sort to harsh measures in dealing with the 
roads. There is no evidence that they 
have invited antagonism, and certainly 
none that they deserve it. Every obliga­ 
tion imposed upon them by their contracts 
with the Government have been to date 
faithfully kept, say their chief officials, 
and no one takes issue with them. The 
present year, jiossibly, will see the ques­ 
tion of the financial relation of the aided 
roads to the Federal Government settled 
upon a basis that will eliminate it from the 
field of politics and the schemes of dem­ 
agogues. It has so long been to the latter 
a meaas for vicious ends in inflaming the 
public mind, and for exalting themselves 
before the people, that we must not exjiect 
them to yield readily. Rut along with 
those who have used the railroad debt 
question as a means to influence stock 
markets, the demagogue who has employed 
it to aid his own ambition and the 
accomplishment of Ills personal schemes, 
will cettainlv be retired. 


T h e k e has been no adequate reply to 
Senator Hale’s charge that Federal offi 
cials have participated in the work of |k>- 
litieal conventions and committees, in 
violation of civil service regulations, and 
have not been punished therefor. Not 
only, said Mr. Hale, have there been no 
removals for these causes, but in some 
eases the offending officials have liecn pro 
moted, and in no case has there been a 
change made except accidentally, or on 
account of something entirely discon­ 
nected with the administration. He did 
not know a case where the President had 
put a strong hand upon any of these men, 
and made it seem that he wanted to per­ 
form what he promised. In fact, lie added, 
so gross has been the violation of every 
principle of reform and of the pledges of 
the President, that even the Evening Post, 
of New York, has said of these things that 
they would be used in the campaign with 
terrible eflect. There can be no satisfac­ 
tory reply to the charge. It is as notori­ 
ously true as that the spoils element of the 
Democratic party lias secured the ear of 
the President. When they have not been 
able to wholly obstruct the law, they have, 
in many eases, succeeded in limiting its 
o[ierations, so as to exclude any hut Demo­ 
crats from its benefits. 


T he Gniritr-Journal, of Louisville, Ky., 
is a representative l>emocratic leader. 
When it nods all the lesser lights Ikiw. 
Here Ls a fair sample of the rot in which 
it deals in discussing present political 
issue.-, than which, save on one occasion, 
none have been more im|>oriaiit or fraught 
with profoonder interest. After declaring 
in its “ leader ” of the 13th iust. that the 
Republican party is divided upon the 
tariff question, and that out of the way noth­ 
ing remaius to it except the sectional issue, 
it says: 
To thi- complexion has it com - at last with 
the party or great moral ideas. The mgger in 
the wood-ptle is iis only friend. Forty acres 
and a mule constitute its imlilical stock iu 
trade, l'oor old tram p, it will make oue more 
stagger at the polls, and, tieateu there, will 
melt, thaw, ami resolve itsell into a partv of 
Protection and Prohibition. That is to he'the 
fate of Republicanism in the United ¡States. 
Then the mgger will desert it en masse. And 
the Irish likewise. The German has already 
gone troui it. Finally, having done all the 
mm-liiel possible, it w ih fade into nothin*, and 
die like the old Federal party. 
We submit this as a typical Democratic 
editorial, a true-blue bourlmn leader, a 
convincing, incisive, conclusive anil knock­ 
down argument, after which the Republi­ 
can party will, of course, strike it- colors 
and retire from the field. 


S e n a to r C o k e ’s purpose is good, hut 
his method of settling a boundary contro­ 
versy between the United States and his 
•State of Texas is novel, and smacks of 
States' rights in a pronounced manner. 
There is a strip of land which involves a 
deubt as to whether it is within the juris­ 
diction of Texas or of an adjacent terri­ 
tory. Io set it at rest Mr. Coke has in­ 
troduced a hill for the creation of a Board 
of Arbitration between the United States 
Government and Texas. Arbitration is 
the resort of distinct nationalities to solve 
questions that may involve the nations in 
war. Rut disputes between States or be­ 
tween the Federal Government and States 
should be passed upon by the tribunals of 
justice provided. To pro}>ose arbitration 
is to presume that the issue is between for­ 
eign bodies. 
v 


T h e New York Commercial Bulletin, a 
careful judge, finds that the new year 
opened for business more auspiciously than 
did 1887. It declares that the second 
week of 1888 shows many indications of 
business improvement in nearly all the 
leading lines of trade. This verdict agrees 
with the judgment of the best observers 
throughout the Union. W’e believe that 
so far as the present can form any basis for 
forecasts of the future, the year 18S8 will 
be one of prosperity in the United States. 
The one chief “ drawback " will he the 
Presidential campaign. 


T h e bill to restore to the States the 
money collected of them by the Federal 
Government by direct taxation levied dur­ 
ing the civil war, has passed the Senate. 
It will in all probability pass the House. 
The money, some 115,000,000, was really 
never intended to be more than a loan to 
the United States, to enable the Federal 
Government to tide over a season of finan­ 
cial distress. 


T h e proposition to elevate Mr. Walter, 
of the London Times, to the peerage, it is 
said, will lie accepted by that gentleman 
From which hour of acceptance the Times 
will cease to be the “ Thunderer.” Mr. 
Walter will exchange his independence for 
a royal collar, and his journal, which has 
been the chief exponent of public opinion 
in England, will sink to the level of a crown 
galetter.

If we know all the methods of approach 
adopted by an enemy we are the better en­ 
abled to ward off the danger and postpone 
the moment when surrender becomes in­ 
evitable. In many instances the inherent 
strength of th; body suffices to enable it to 
oppose the tendency inward death. Many, 
however, have last these forces to such an 
extent that there is little or 110 help. Iu 
o ner c-.ses a little aid to the weakened 
lungs will make all the difference between 
sudden death and many years of useful 
life. Upon the first sym ptom s of a cuu;

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THE ORPHANS. 
Sacram ento M aintains Its R eputation for ' 
L iberality and B enevolence. 
When the public first learned, through 1 
the Recobd-Union of Thursday of last 1 
week, that there was need for special aid to ! 
the Orphan Asylum, there was instant re- j 
spODse. In a stateim nt published that day I 
in oat local columns these facts were set 
forth : That there were 32 cases of measles 
among the orpliansat the Asylum, and that 
the sick were not properly provided for, 
because there was no hospital attached to 
the bnitding; that the sick were crowded 
together and could not be separated from 
the well; that there was lack of necessaries, 
and that the Board of Directors would be 
grateful for supplies of bedding, beds, 
clothing, etc., and we added to the request 
that money would not come amiss, it being 
well-known that the income of the institu­ 
tion barely meets current expenses. As an 
evidence of the instant benevolence of the 
Sacramento public it is worthv to be stated 
that before noon of the day on which that 
item appeared, supplies began to pour into 
the asylum from all directions, of beds, 
bedding, clothing, delicacies for the sick, 
and money. Before nightfall it was evident 
that the people were fully alive to the needs 
of the case, and that their charitable sense 
was thoroughly aroused. It is never needed 
that special appeals shall be made to the 
citizens of Sacramento to give, when once 
the need of aid and the worthiness of the 
object are plainly set before them. 
However, that the Orphan Asylum shall 
not agai ¡ be found by epidemic without a 
hospital, and that the sick children shall 
not again be huddled together in close 
quarters and thus encourage the spread of 
contagion, the sentiment took form that a 
hospital addition mast be built. It has 
been voiced upon the street, in all the press 
of the city, in market place and business- 
houses, in schools, homes, societies—every­ 
where; and, as a result, money has been 
flowing in freely both for present necessi­ 
ties and for the purpose of securing hospital 
accommodations forjthe unfortuiiate little 
ones dependent upon the world’s charity 
for the substitute for a home. 
The benevolent sentiment of Sacraruent- 
ans has frequently quickly taken practical 
shape. It was manifest instantly iu the 
relief given to Marysville in her sore dis­ 
tress ; it was seen in the help given to the 
sufferers by the Chicago lire; in the aid 
extended to the unfortunates whose homes 
were destroyed 
by 
the Charleston 
earthquake; 
in the 
money 
raised 
and forwarded to relieve distress in 
France and Ireland; in the gener­ 
ous open hand extend to Virginia City, 
in the neighboring State on the east and iu 
a score ol other cases. But there has been 
no instance where the giving has been 
more prompt, or with so little friction and 
so little effort to induce it as this. There 
has been and is no jealousy as to who is 
first and who shall do most. The widow's 
mite is looked upon with as much gladness 
and was ins much credit ns the rich 
man’s double eagles. The work is an unor­ 
ganized one, as it ought to be: it is a 
spontaneous and unasked giving, as it 
should be; homes, business houses, lodges, 
societies, clubs, companies, have acted 
without any uiging or any concert of 
action—and this is charitable endeavor 
in 
its 
highest, 
best 
and 
purest 
form. For the people are giving, not by 
urgency, but because of the humane sym­ 
pathy that fills their hearts. There is' no 
boasting about it, no seeking after applause, 
and in many cases the right band has done 
that the left knows not of: there is giving 
that refuses to disclose the giver, and aid 
extended that does not find its way into 
print. It is a hundred-fold more gratify­ 
ing that there is such aiding of the Asylum 
Association and the suffering inmates of 
the building, than that the money and 
goods should have been drawn out by ur­ 
gent pleading and solicitation. It is not 
needed, to the honor and charity of Sacra­ 
mento be it said. 
The hospital will be erected, unless we 
greatly mistake the temper of the people, 
and the contributions will pour in until 
the full stun needed is made up. We have 
no idea what that should be. but probably 
take a couple of thousand dollars or moré, 
and if more comc3 there is need for 
it to enlarge tbe asylum itself and 
give the workers in that splendid charity 
better facilities for the discharge of their 
duty. Let the nobie work continue, and 
contributions be delivered to officers or Di­ 
rectors of the Asylum, friends, or whoso­ 
ever is worthy, that the end may be accom­ 
plished speedily. This effort should not be 
a mere temporary impulse, but a continued 
one until full accomplishment is achieved 
—the recovery of the sick, the erection of 
the hospital ward, an absolute necessity in 
all well-appointed asylums.

They 
ought not to be passed without dropping in 
a coin. IS. U. Steinman has put up a con­ 
tribution box at the depot, and he proposes 
it shall be filled and overflow. 
Messrs. Barrett it Berkey, proprie­ 
tors of tbe Pacific Restaurant and 
Oyster House. Seventh and J street, 
authorize the R ecord-U nion to say that 
their hearts go out to the orphans to this 
extent—they will give the entire receipts of 
their business establishment, from 12 m. to 
1 i’. m. on Sunday, January 22d. It will 
therefore depend upon the public to say 
whether Barrett A Berkey shall bo broken 
up root and branch by tbe rush to give, 
and still get value received. 
In this connection, it sltonld be said that 
there are 76 children sick at the asylum. 
Among the givers to the asylum is its 
physician. Dr. W. A. Hughson, who has 
during this epidemic and for several years, 
freely acted as such, and also furnished 
medicine without fee.

It says : “ In Pacifies there 
hs-s been li*tie or no movement, for the 
reason that holders have been unwilling to 
part with thru at prices corresponding 
with that paid on the Pacific coast, freight 
added. Holders of Pacifies should not lose 
sight of the fact that these hops do not con­ 
tain the keeping qualities that New York 
State hops do, consequently there is m ore 
or less risk in holding them. Brewers un­ 
derstand this, for they never buy them to 
carry over, but u«e them up immediately ; 
and for certain brewing purposes no better 
hops are crow n than Pacifies. Thirteen 
cents is the top asking price to day for 
choice Pacifies, but it would be difficult to 
draw a bid of over 111 or 12 cents for the 
best.

T he P resident and the Facitic R oads. 
[S. F. Alta, January 19th.] 
The President’s message, transmitting 
the reports of the Commissioners aji- 
pointed to investigate the Pacific roads, 
takes the reasonable view which the coun­ 
try has learned to expect of Mr. Cleveland 
in all matters which concern the business 
of the Government. 
Security for the public money is held to 
lie consistent with the preservation of the 
property, and all such wasteful ami doubt­ 
ful, and probuhl ;• corrupting expedients, as 
a Federal Receivership for the roads, or 
their seizure out and out hy the Govern­ 
ment, are excluded from the field of discus 
sion as deserving no consideration. 
■ The measure recommended by the ma­ 
jority report is indorsed to Congress, and 
that body is reminded of its jurisdiction 
over important collateral issues. 
The 
policy of personal reprisal is not encour­ 
aged, because it has no relation to a busi­ 
ness adjustment. When it is considered, 
if at all, it will not he reached along the 
lines of Eastern prejudice against the in­ 
dependent California capital that lias de­ 
veloped our system of railways, and oper­ 
ates them without reference to the stock­ 
jobbing uses of Eastern manipulators. 
When the matters are up for adjustment, 
it will not be forgotten that the managers 
of the Union Pacific were trustees to an 
express trust, confided to them hv the Gov­ 
ernment, and that their construction ex­ 
penditures excited the wrath of the 
country, because they uselessly overran the 
estimates of the Government engineer. 
The difficulties of construction were on 
the Central Pacific, a California corpora­ 
tion, with no relation of trusteeship to the 
Government at all. Its relation was that 
of a contract, and it was bound to keep its 
part thereof, as was the Government on its 
side obligated to keep its part. If there 
have been failures on one side, the Courts 
can say whether the equities have not been 
balanced by failures on the other. 
To put on trial now these events that 
are a quarter century gone by, is like tiie 
arraignment of Clive and Warren Hast­ 
ings before an English tribunal for deeds 
done in India during the preceding gen­ 
eration, which, at the time they were done, 
were necessary for the conquest by Great 
Britain of her Asiatic empire. Accepting 
the conquest, it was projiosed to punish the 
conquerors and their methods. 
Had England lieen reminded that before 
entering austere judgment against the vic­ 
tor of Plasscy and the i-onquemr of II viler 
Ali she should restore India to the state 
in which they found it, withdraw her com­ 
merce and her armies, and so undertake re­ 
conquest by meeting Asiatic craft with 
psalm-singing, the public opinion of her 
people would not have rallied so slowly 
against the fervor of Burke and the craft 
of Sir Philip Francis. 
So now it is doubtful whether any pro­ 
position outside the strict liue along which 
the < iovernment must seek security for its 
loans to the Pacific roads would be ap­ 
proved, if it carried with it the oblitera­ 
tion of all that lias been created hy those 
enterprises. Great structures are suspended 
over chasms by throwing one wire across 
and weaving upon it a cable. So great 
commercial and industrial consequences 
have been woven upon the completion of 
these roads, which had been lor thirty 
years the dream of statesmanship in this 
country before the work was undertaken. 
Since then for nearly thirty years more 
the country lias been drummed to action 
upon controversies rooted in the accom­ 
plishment of a work which in its begin­ 
ning was scofli'd at as inq>oKsit>lc, while its 
projectors were hooted as cranks. 
The President says, well and wisely: 
“ It is :i1h>ui time that the troublesome 
complications surrounding this entire sub­ 
ject, which has been transmitted to us as a 
legacy from former days, should lie ad­ 
justed and settled. No one, I think, ex­ 
pects that the railroad companies will be 
able to pay their immense indebtedness to 
the Government at its maturity. Any , 
proceeding or arrangement that would rt'- ' 
suit not» or any other time in putting these 
roads, or any portion of them, in jiosses- 
sion or control of the Government is, in 
my opinion, to be rejected, certainly as 
long as there is the least chance for in­ 
demnification through any other means. 1 
suppose we are hardly justified in indulg­ 
ing the irritation aud indignation naturally 
arising front the contemplation of mal­ 
feasance to such an extent as to lead to the 
useless destruction of these roads or of the 
loss of the advances made by the Govern­ 
ment.” 
That is the common sense of it, and it 
means that a finality is in sight, in which 
the property in controversy will be saved 
from destruction, the Government will 
avoid the dangerous exiieriiuent of under­ 
taking the oj>eration of railroads, and the 
second maturity of the debt will be pro­ 
jected far enough in the future to secure 
its payment out of the development of the 
hitherto undevelojied country through 
which the road runs. 
This is all that reasonable people expect, 
and is all that the managers of the roads 
should consider feasible.

The Chairman of the Executive Commit­ 
tee stated that the Committee on Shade 
Trees and Tree Planting were present, and 
wished to confer with the Executive Com­ 
mittee on that subject. H e called upon 
the Chairman of the sub-Committee for his 
report. 
The Chairman of the sub-Committee 
said the committee had been most thor­ 
ough in their work, and had endeavored to 
accomplish all for which they had been ap­ 
pointed, and more. In order to be thorongn 
they had districted the city—divided it up 
among the different members—with the 
end in view of having every block in the 
city ornamented with trees that would not 
only furnish shade, but add an attractive­ 
ness to the city. They had made an active 
campaign in this direction, had met with 
m uch encouragement and hoped to be able 
to accomplish much good in that direction. 
In most every instance the property-owner 
knew what kind of trees he wanted, mostly 
ucciduous, or those that shed their leaves 
in winter. In order to discuss the beauty 
and merit of the different species of ever­ 
green and deciduous trees suitable for this 
purpose, the committee had invited a num ­ 
ber of gentlemen thoroughly conversant 
with this subject to meet with the commit­ 
tee, and give rhose interested in this matter 
the benefit of their views.

VIEWS OF A PRACTICAL FLORIST. 
F. A. Ebel, the well-known florist and 
nurseryman at 1601 Tenth street, was next 
called upon. He said in selecting deciduous 
shade trees I would by all means recom­ 
mend the cork eltu, as it makes the best 
ami most sym metrical tree, is entirely free 
ol insects and requires less care than any 
other large-growing tree. The horse-chest­ 
nut (Awnlit* l iptnaMiiiHu*) is a fine grow­ 
ing tree and no pruning is required. Then 
the European linden ( Tilia grandiflora). 
requires |terhaps a little more care in the 
beginning, but which amply repays by its 
beautiful foliage and iragrant blossoms in 
the early summer. The Norway, silver­ 
leaved. sugar and varigated maple is also 
fine for shade trees. The tulip tree (not 
much known in this part of the country! 
is a beautiful, even-shaped tree, and re­ 
quires no trim ming whatever. Its beauti­ 
ful llowers are produced on the tip end of 
the branches and resemble the tulip, trom 
which the tree derives its name. I saw 
fifty or more of these trees, all of the same 
bight, surrounding a small lake in central 
Germany (Hesse Cassel) and never have 
seen a prettier sight. 
Then we have the ash, beech, birch, 
China umbrella and other trees well adapted 
for this section. 
OF EVERGREEN TREES 
I would recommend the magnolia grandi- 
tlora, familiar to everybody. Greville ro­ 
busta. pepper tree, several species of act c 
ias, also laurels, petasporum, paints, pri- 
chardia filamentosa, channerops excelsa, 
pha-nix canariensis and dactilífera, all of 
which, w ith proper planting and a little 
care in the start, will make a showy sight, 
especially if deciduous trees are planted al­ 
ternately with the evergreen. In my opin­ 
ion the deciduous tree, during the winter, 
when it is without foliage, is still a pro­ 
tector to the more delicate evergreen thus 
planted with it. 
The trees so planted 
should have plenty of room, and by the 
time the evergreen is large enough, the de­ 
ciduous trees may be disposed of altogether. 
METHOP OF PLANTING. 
As for mode of planting, a large hole 
should be dng for all trees; the top, or bet­ 
ter soil, should be thrown into the bottom 
of the hole, and, if necessary, should be 
filled entirely with new soil. The cost of 
doing so will amply repay in the growth of 
the trees 
W ith evergreen trees persons 
should take good care that trees are not 
stuuted or pot-bound, as it will take a long 
tim e for them to get over it, in fact, healthy 
1 trees shonld always be selected, and the 
best wav to accomplish this, none but an 
experienced person should be trusted with 
selecting them . 
TRRE PRUNING 
Is rather a difficult m atter for me to speak 
, of, as to give any rule or regulation, it is 
alm ost imposaible, as different trees will 


need different treatm ent, and if people 
in general will employ none but skilled 
hands to do it, there is very little danger 
that a tree will be ruined by pruning. The 
greatest trouble is that most people are the 
best please with the man who cuts off the 
most branches, they not knowing thern- 
selvet what is right in regard to pruning 
trees. 
A close observer will find through­ 
out the city that the most trees are spoiled 
by too much pruning. 
For example, a 
cork elm shonld be trim med and shaped 
in the first and second years after plant­ 
ing. 
W hen that is done properly, the tree 
will take care of itself better. A person 
that knows nothing about pruning will 
spoil more in one hour than the tree will 
make good in five or ten years. 
A PLEA FOR sorit ORANGES. 
Robert W illiamson, the well-known nur­ 
seryman, and a member of W. R. Strong 
& Co , next added his views. H e said he 
had been highly entertained with the re­ 
m arks of those that preceded him . Their 
views were excejlent, their selections ad­ 
mirable, and their suggestions good. 
He 
said, of all deciduous trees, however, he 
thought the cork elm the finest. 
It was a 
strong grower, symmetrical, and uniform 
in its habits. The American elm was not 
uniform in its habits, cne would be weep­ 
ing, another upright and another strag­ 
gling. H e grew the cork elm from cut­ 
tings, and got uniform trees in every in­ 
stance. The silver maple he regarded as a 
very fine tree. It had a uniform habit, and 
that was the beauty of a street or avenue, 
to have it all look alike. This committee, 
of course, cannot dictate w hat kind of 
tree9 shall be planted, and there will be 
as m any varieties as tastes in the same 
block. W hat we should endeavor to do 
is to 
EDUCATE THE PEOPLE 
Up to the fact that the best should be 
adopted, and then all on the same street 
plant that and none other. The Carolina 
poplar would do well in the lower or 
southern portions of the city. The hand­ 
somest tree in the city to-day is the China 
umbrella trees in Add C. Ifinkson's yard, 
at Twenty-third and H streets. There is 
no trim m ing to be do ne; all you have to 
do is to get it up. The prettiest avenue I 
ever saw was one shaded with umbrella 
trees. If the tree is ten feet high, then it is 
ten feet across ; if twenty feet high, then 
twenty feet across, and a perfect umbrella. 
It has a dense green foliage. If you want to 
make selections of evergreen trees you 
must take 
the 
character of the soil 
into consideration. 
The excelsia araucaria 
wants a moist climate, but the Bidwellii 
will do well in this section. The Monterey 
cypress is a good tree, is cheap and can be 
obtained almost anywhere. The Monterey 
pine is another cheap tree, and will grow 
almost auywhere. 
The Greville robus a 
won’t stand a cold snap or heavy wind. 
The sugar maple is a slow grower and is a 
failure here. 
The tulip tree grows slowly 
here, and not so luxuriantly as in Ger­ 
many. 
The magnolia grandiflora may 
stand at the head of the list as Mr. Mel­ 
drum says, but it is a slow grower and a 
very expensive tree. 
A tree from two to 
four feet high costs all the way from $f to 
$2 50. 
THE BOSS TREE. 
There is a tree that has been suggested to 
me by Mr. Gillet of Florida, and that is ti e 
wild orange. 
It is a beautiful tree, a rapid 
¡rower, hardy and will stand more frost 
. ian the sweet orange, the fruit hanging on 
rite tree for several months after they are 
pe.

Seedling orange 
trees in Florida grow to immense size, líe 
knew of one tree between 50 and 60 feet in 
bight that last season bore upwards of 
8,000 oranges. 
The umbrella trees did 
well in Florida, also in Texas, and he 
thought would do well here. H e had seen 
those trees 30 feet in Light, and the r 
foliage more than that in diameter. 


A WEATHER EXPERT’S OPINION. 
Samuel Gerrish, a gentleman trh i has al­ 
ways taken a great interest in the cultiva 
tion of semi-tropical plants, was next 
<»l!ed upon. He said : The beauty of any 
city that makes pretentions to a semi-trop­ 
ical climate is in its verdure in the w inttr 
season. If the trees that will grow equally 
well in a more northern climate are largely 
planted, they will present an uninviting 
aspect to tourists from 
cold 
climates. 
There'ore it is better for us to plant 
those tree that retain their green foliage 
daring the entire year. If one were tobe 
taken to the State Gapitol building and 
look over the city, he would see very little 
verdure on the trees. 
It presents a true 
winter aspect—trees with na.ted btancbes 
everywhere. It is true, these trees are fine 
in summer, but in the coldest climate they 
are the same. If we boast of a semi-tropi­ 
cal climate, let us show travelers that we 
also grow semi-tropical trees. 
Tue habit of tree-trim mers and gardeners 
of treating semi-tropical evergreen trees as 
they would hardy deciduous trees is sui­ 
cidal, for many of them nave been killed 
by this method. Orange, eucalyptus, olive 
and 
all trees 
of their 
tender nature 
should be 
pruned in 
the spring, and 
not 
in the 
fall, to suffer from the 
cold and set bock 
if not ruined. 
The 
olive tree is not a slow grower, as compared 
to the orange, is very hardy, and for a 
shade tree in the city is beyond question 
desirable, as it will root well and stand the 
winds. 
The Magnolia grandiflora is also 
one of the very best. These three vatieties 
are sui’ahle for a moist, sandy, or any kind 
of soil, but require water. The fan palm 
tree (Channerops excelta) is the must hardy 
of all palm s; never had a leaf touched by 
frost in this city ; grows rapidly, attains a 
higbt of 40 feet, and is elegant for a side­ 
walk tree. There are many others that 
would add to the beauty of the city. The 
pepuer tree does well if planted where it 
can root in a stiff, dry soil, but is no tree 
for our wet seasons here, as it will not root, 
and blows down in any high wind. 
The thirty varieties of eucalyptus should 
furnish many specimens of this beautiful 
tree to dt corate our streets. Let us by all 
means 8 udy this question, and urge all 
our citizens to adopt the methods of our 
southern brethren, am i m ake oar city smile 
in winter,

O'Brien, who offered him $100,1.100 for his 
long-forgotten m ine. 
H e was not a greenhorn, aud he at once 
refused the offer, as he did successive offers 
of $250,0X1 and $500,000. But wheu a m em ­ 
ber of the great firm came to see him with 
proffers o f negotiation they were not re­ 
jected, aud resulled in the reception of the 
firm's check for $6,1X10,000. 
It was a great piece of luck, hut the luck 
was supplemented by keen business sa­ 
gacity.

Springfield, which, under the old law, had 
157 saloons, yielding a revenue of $15,000, 
now has 103 saloons, returning a revenue
